Indian Boys Sent to 


Cutter aged 14, the two incorrigible 
Indian boys, who were arrested on 
the 8th instant for breaking into 
stores and stealing, were sentenced 
on Monday by J. L. Laycock, J. P. 


La Prairie Industrial school, 
trial took place at Mr. Laycock’s 
house as the law provides children 
should not be tried in a jail. 

The justice in sentencing the boys 
said he hoped this would give a 
warning to the white boys as well 
asthe Indian boys for there were 
too many boys around herein the 
habit of helping themselves to other 
peoples property and doing other 
things contrary to the law. He al- 
80 pointed out that this school was 
not a prison but a school where the 
greatest care was taken to help the 
boys see the folly of being mischiev- 
ous. The two boys acknowledged 
their guilt of the oharges made 
against them and admitted they 
committed the thefts last fall in 
several stores and were let off and 
ordered to remain in the Black- 
foot achool at Gleichen, and they 
promised to do so. One left in 
about two weeks and the other a 
short time after. The teachers ‘at 
the school used every means to 
help the boys without avail. Even 
pnishments of various kinds were 
used including walpplng but to no 
effect. The, buys + date 
eridless trouble ai = the teach- 
ers and scheol in a turmoil for a 
long time. Only last week while 
held in the town lockup they 
broke‘out. Whileeleaning up round 
the stables, atthe barracks, they 
gota wrench from a buggy and 
concealed it in their clothing. As 
soon as the scout left them loekeu 
in the cell, they loosed the nuts 
on the lock, swung the door open, 
then opening Seoretary McLean’s 
desk, secured a revolver and some 
cartridges and were making across 
the C.P.R. track when the scout 
secaptured them.

not have reported it, One writer 
considers there is a possibility, 
though it seems remote, that these

The last mention of the army was 
contained in «a five-line despatch 
from Petrograd, October 5, 1917, 
which told of the capture of a 
lage 50 miles north of Mosul, one of 
the most important Turkish cities in 
Asia, 
Russian army meant to-try to  co- 
operate with the British army, which 
had followed up the capture of Bag- 
dad by that of Ramadie, 60 miles to 
the northeast. Not a word have we 
heard since of the Russians  cither 
from themselves or from the Brit- 
ish, It is longer still since word has 
come of the Russian army operating 
around Hamadan and Kermanashah. 
Last July a bulletin was issued men 
tioning this powerful force. Then 
the veil fell. It is remarkable that 
no word has come from Petrograd. 
Is there a special significance in the 
censorship hiding the movements or 
the inactivity of the Russian army in 
Armenia? 

The guess has been hazarded that 
this army may have escaped Bolshe- 
vikism. The 4 ic armics of Prus- 
sia have been far removed trom the 
centres of anarchy, and the hope 
has been expressed that they would 
be under the influence of their Brit- 
ish comrades in arms rather than 
Bolshev 
ki. Whether this assumption ws 
justified, there is at present no means 
of knowing. But some day, perhaps 
in the near future, the veil will be 
lifted, and one of the mysteries of 
the war will be solved —Montreal 
Herald.

that prisoners who haye been de- 
tailed for services outside the ‘‘par- 
ent’’ camps have been enjoined by 
German authorities from the first, 
to inform in this sense any relation 
or other persons from whom they 
expeet postal parcels. Parcels for 
prisonert of war, in hospitals also 
come within these regulatione. 

In the interests of prisoners it is 
therefore essential that these regu- 
lations be strictly adhered to, other- 
wise the German authorities will 
not deliver the parcels to the pris- 
oners of war for whom they are in- 
tended, and it is suggested that 
persons in Canada when writing 
prisoners in Germany should ascer- 
tain definitely the name of the 
‘parent’? [or main] camp so that 
they can comply with the regula- 
tions of the German authorities in 


addressing parcels to prisoners.

Poultry in Saskatchewan 


Now Improving the Quality of Eggs 
By Grading Method 


In connection with the Co-opera- 
tive Creameries, Limited, under 
which name the co-operative cream- 
cries of Saskatchewan have just been 
organized, a poultry department has 
been created for the purpose of 
handling of eggs and poultry. Just 
as the quality of butter has been 
brought to the highest standard 
through the grading of cream, so it 
is hoped that through the methods 
of purchase and grading of this de- 
partment the quality of cggs and 
poultry raised by farmers in the pro- 
vince will be greatly improved. 

The province of Saskatchewan 
stands third in importance in Ca 
da in regard to the poultry business 
great strides having been made in 
the past few years. At the last esti- 
mate the number of birds in the pro- 
vince was six million, but it is anti- 
cipated that this nunber can casi! 
be raised to twenty million within 
the next few years. Much is being 
done to interest boys and girls on 
the farms in this work, by instruc- 
tion in the schools poultry competi- 
tions at school fairs and egg con- 
tests.

With a Raiding Party 


Inside Reasons of Trench Raid 
Some Methods 


The papers are Tull of accounts of 
trench raids soldiers in France have 
participated in. Yet there are very 
few people who know what a trench 
raid is or how it is executed. Here is 
a description of one by Capt. R. W. 
Simmic, in a United States news- 
paper, Captain Simmie joined the 
Canadian army in 1914, He was 
wounded three times—once at Som- 
me—and was sent to America to take 
charge of recruiting. 

“The main purpose of a_ trench 
raid,” said Captain Simmie, “is to se- 
cure prisoners from whom we can 
obtain information as to the strength 
and the numbers of the regiments op- 


and 


posing us. A_raid-is accomplished 
under cover of night. The raiding 
party usually consists of four  sec- 


tions of ten or twelve men, each in 
command of a licutenant. 

“Before any of the men dare to 
venture forth under battle conditions 
they are schooled rigidly behind the 
lines in an exact knowledge of the 
outlay of the land. From pictures 
aviators have taken, the German 
trenches are reconstructed and — the 
men practice jumping into them from 
all angles so that when the crucial 
moment comes they will fight with 
the confidence that knowledge of 
their surroundings give. 

“When everything is in readiness, 
the men’s faces and bayonets are 
blackened. This is to prevent any 
light reflecting from them and also 
as a means of recognition, One man 
knows that his black-faced neighbor 
is a friend and not a foe,

Italian Soldier Gives Some Facts 
From Personal Experience 


An Italian soldier belonging to a 
machine gun corps, who escaped the 
hands of the Germans in the forced 
retreat from the Carso, wriles as fol- 
lows to a friend in Canada: 

I have learned that a large num- 
ber of the Italian prisoners taken by 
the enemy were at once set to work 
at the front, so that they had to 
fight against their own comrades, 
and were exposed to their fire, At 
the present moment, instead of being 
sent to concentration camps. they 
are being employed on defence 
works, which the enemy, fearing a 
powerful attack by the allied forces, 
are throwing up in great haste and 
fe It has come to the knowledge 
of the seeretary of national assis- 
tance that the 
mander of Udine, soon after the pro- 
vince was occupied by the enemy, is- 
sued the folfowing proclamation: 

(1) Within six hours, the inhabi- 
tants must surrender all the arms in 


their po sion to- the commander, 
at the d nt places indicated by 
him, ~ 

(2) Within six hours they must 
likewise bring all th food they 
possess. 

(> Every one must register his 
name at these places, and euch day 
at 11 o'clock, present himself, when 


he will receive a ticket for food for 
the day. 


(4) All men, women, and children 


above 15 years of age are obliged 
to work in the fields every day, in- 
cluding Sundays, from am. till 8 


‘p.m., but will be given half an hour's | 


rest in the morning, one hour and a 
half at midday, and half an hour in 


|the afternoon, 


(5) Men who hedge at their work 
will be superintended by a German 
official, and when the agricultural 
work is over, will be imprisoned for 
six inonths, and every third day be 


fed on bread and water. f 
(6) Women who hedge will be 
taken out of Italy and forced to 


work, When the work is over they 
will be imprisoned for six months. 


(7) Children who hedge will be 
beaten with a stick, 
(8) The commander reserves to 


himself the right to punish all lazy 
workmen by giving them 20 strokes 
with a stick. 

“T have two more facts to give. 
The Germans ha systeinatically 
bombed defenceless villages through- 
out Venetia, in order to terrorize the 
inhabitants, man¥ of whom—women 
and children—have been killed. Sig- 
nor Guidica, a Venetian merchant, 
assures us that at Zenson on the 
Piave, where the enemy attempted to 
cross the river, they forced women 
and children to go in front, screened 
bebind whom, they fired on Italian 
troops, In beating the enemy back 
the lives of these helpless ones were 
sacrificed. ‘To add indignity to 


jeruelty the Germans have appointed 


a Turk to be governor of Feltre! 

“The kaiser’s ambition is to ri 
Attila, after whom he has named one
